At the Hearing of Willlams, Thomas,
McCann and James Saturday Gal-
lagher Went Into the Detalls of
the Fight of the New Telephone
Company Agninst the Old One—0x-
dinance Was Loaded Down with
Amendments That Would Nullify
It—Another Hearing Tonight.

mon Thomus, P 1 MeCann and -
svierd Jaemes, Jre [L wag oven o
senmtional than any of the preceding
chanters,

The defoidante wanted to walve o
hearing, but as thele attorney, Joseph
o Brlen, woulil not admit of pecord
thit there was probable canse for the
progecutlon—a  procantion iagninst  a
sult for malicious prosecution—the ai-
tarneys for the other shle, E, €% News-
comb and James H, Torrey, demainied
that the hearvings should be proveeded
with and Alderman Faller gequlesced
in the demand. I3, 13, Sturges up-
peared as  prosecutor in the  cnses
agninst Messrs, MoCann and ‘Thoinas,
and Agent Itobert Wison in those
ngainst Messes, Willlums and Jomes,

Mr. Gallagher soid that while he
wns employved as claim agent of the
Seranton Rallway company, in T86h"HH,
hls =ervices were hegought by the old
telephone company to secure the pas-
sage of certaln nullifying amendments
to the ordinance then hefore selecl
council granting a franchise to the
new telephone company and that he
secured $1,800 from the old company
to earry on this work.

How this money was distributed and
how the lobbying ngalnst the fran-
ehige proceeded was deseribed In cle-
tall by the witness,

DETAILS OF THE STORY,

He sald he conferved with Superin-
tendent Richard O'Brien, of the West-
ern Unlon, about the work and also
secured, Through My, MeCann, an ag-
surance from W. I, Hallstead that the
latter was actively opposed to the new
company. Furthermore, he stated that
the money he received for his serviees
wis pald him by Me. Maloney.,

Mr. MeCann, the witness sald, was
dAelegated by him to see Councllmoen
Isearney, Thomas, Melvin, Shea, Foi-
lows, ('Boyle, I'rable, Coyne and Me-
Andrew. The witness himself saw M.
Itoss, Mr. Finn and Me. Willlams.

Giallagher says he does nol renen-
ber  whether or not he  mentioned
money_to Mr. Ross: The Jatter told
him he wag In favor of the new Lele-
phione  company sl wanted Lo see
competition.  Mr, Flnn was also found
tn be fuvorable to the lew company
and no mention was made to him of
any money. He received a kind of as-
surance feom Mr, Willlnms that he
wouldl  suppot the  death-dealing
amendments,  and  was  =atisfied  Mr.
WiHlirms  would be in line all right
hecanse of  hig being o Deliawars,
Lackawanna and Western mine fore-
man.

The witness also saw Mr. Coyne, he
suys, and told him there would be $150
in it for him If he voteld for the amemnd-
ments. Mr., Coyvne gald nothing and
witness was nol sure of Coyne's vole,

MONEY DISTRIBUTIED,

The $1,800 was disteibuted  among
twelve councihinen, Gallagher says, He
divided It Into sums of $150, placed
these in envelopes, wrote the namos
af the twelve councibien on them and
vntrusted thelr dellvery to Mr, Me-
t'ann, Sometime later the latter mel
the witness and told him “Dlck Wil-
ltlams made a holler and T had to gw
and get $200 for him.”" Another time
Mp, McCiann, he saya, told him thut
O'HBoyle, Thomag and McAndrew hnd
accepted 3500 aplece from the new com-
pany and intended o vote for the
franchige, but Mr. Fallstead “put his
foot down and stopped MeAndrew from
changing his voue."

Gallagher then procesded to tell of
the nlleged attempted holdup by the
“Fourteen Spanlurds,"” who, It is al-
leged, appointed n commitiee to ge-
mand that the trolley company should
pay each of them u stated salary of
%25 n month for looking after trolley
company legislation, The demand wis
trunsmitted through the witness (o
General Manager Silliman at Harvvey's
lake, where he wns visiting President
(Mlark, The witness brought back the
answer that the company would not
stand for any such thing.

Gallagher vemembered having given
Morrls V. Morris $25 for himself ail
25 for Slmon Thomos some tim? alter
he had been before the board of revi-
slan and appeal to secure n reduction
in the nssessment of trolley compuny
property, Mr. Thomas afterwards ad-
mitted to him, he says, that the money

was  recelved. Messrs,  Morels  and |

Thomng were members of Lthe board of
revislon and appenls.

TROLLEY COMPANY MONEY,

Cinllngher further clalmed that he
guve $25 of trolley company money in
un envelope to Mre. Willlams at the
ball park, July 4, 1898 and the same
day homded o simllar sum 1o Mr,

Jameg on Loackawnnno avenue us the

lutter was hurerying to take a train.
About that same time he goave \[l
Melvin, he ulleges 4 simllay "present.’
The witness and Morgan Sweeney
were together when they met Mr. Mel-
vin on the steeet, Gallagher sald: *1
have a MHitte prige poackoge heps foe
vou, Tom.” Sweency remarked: *lt
might be a blank, Tom."” Mr. Melvin
replied: “No, Bill never gives me any
blanks" He also told of Mr. Sitiman
having sent gome money to Mr. Melvin
when the latter was at the stale Denao-
cratle convention in Harrlsburg,

Helect Councllman T, J. Coyne was
put on the stand and exapmined with a
view of elleiting some information re-
garding the alleged meeting of eleven
gelect councilmen at the St Cloud dur-
ing the afternoon and evening preced-
ing the meeting in February when the
franchige ordinance was tinally passed,

The witness denled that here wepe
eleven councllmen there and sald he
thought thers were only three ar four,
He did not know who pald for their
suppers. He did not see T, R. Hrooks
there and when asked If he saw An-
drew Hewley therve replied vhat he did
nut know My, Healey,

After leaving the hotel to go to the
councll meting he walked down town
and met T. K Hrooks., They talked
for a vime and the witness told M.
Tirooks he wus with him; thet Mr, Lov-
ering, 8 superintendent at ens of the

Greenwond Coal company’'s mines, and
i member of the Lackawanna township
school  hoard, which employs Mr.
Coyne, had asked him to vote for lhr.‘
rranchilge and he proposed to do so.

WHY HE CHANGED

The witness admitted that he had
not aliviys voted In favor of the fran-
chige, After having voted agalnst it
once, he was Induced to vote for It by
his life<long friend and neighbor, C.
€. Holaml. When he agaln voted
ngainst 11, he was Impelled to do so by
hearing It stated on the street that he
had received $600 for voting for (t, He
declded then never to vota for it again,

Mr, Coyne denled that he ever re-
celved a plece of real estate for voting
for the measure, and explained an
$1,800 deposit he made in one of the
banks In February of 1880, by saying
that he borrowed the money from his
Brothey and used It In paying lor a
honse he wios then bullding.,

0L Brooks was put on the stand
and arked a serles of questions lending
to being out an admission that money
ligid heen used by the new company In
securing the franchise from councils,
My, Trooks snld he war o stockholder
i the company anmd  hod geen many
ol the cuoncilmen in an effort to in-
duee them o favor the new compiuny's
franchise bt nevor even mentioned
money tooany of chem,  "The couneil-
men e saw were for the most part
perdonnd friends  He knew nothing of
the meeting at the St Cloud and had
no knowleildge whatever of any mem-
ber of the compnny paying money 1n
councilmen.  He Mirther said he never
henrd that vhe voles for the feranchise
Ttad cost from £1,500 Lo $3,500 aplecs,

HEARING ADJOURNIED,

The hearing wag adjourned at the
counelusion of My, Brooks' exomination
wntdl 7090 o'elock tonlght,

Answer of the City Clerk to Barber
Company s Mandamuzs.

November 8, Inst, the Barber Asphalt
Paving company gecured from court a
rule for an alternative writ of manda-
mus directed to Clty Clerk Martin 1.
Lavelle to compel him to show cause
why he refused to draw & warrant, ns
divected by an ordinance of counclls,
for a 96 elaim of the Barber company
for the city's shave of the expense in
paving in front of the Handley bhulld-
ing on Penn avenue, near Spruce
streel, Saturiday morning Clty Clerk
Lavelle filed an answer setting forth
thiut the claim was illegal becnusga the
work was never duly authovized anid
bhecituse, at all events, there is no ap-
propriation avallable te meet the bl

The ordinance on which the clalm is
hised “assures the payment of one-hilf
the expense of the pave recently ladd,
cle,” and In its sscond sectlon pro-
vides that "upon the passage of this
ordinance, and an approprintion being
aviilable for such purpoeses, the prope
city oflicers shall draw and issue a
city warrant in the sum of 26 to the
Barbor Asphalt Paving company and
charge (o appropriation for judgments
wnd incidentals,”

In hiz answer Mr, Lavelle says that
the claim is Invalld beenuse the paving
work was pever authorized by an or-
dinance or rvesolution, amd that the
judgments and Inecldentals fund has
only 30,277.20 remaining In it and that
Judgments far In excess of  that
amount, amedating the Barber elaim,
are lying against il

Pointing out by that Section &, Aril-
ole 4, Act of 1889, 1L is o penel offense
for 1 city otficer Lo draw, countersizn
